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THE OUTLOOK CONTINUES 
TO BRIGHTEN 


The winning of the fight against the 20% tax on theater and amusement tickets after it had 
passed both houses and reached conference is most significant and encouraging. 


It means that the revival in the theatrical business that is beginning to manifest itself will not 
be blighted and killed aborning. 


While stocks broke badly last week, owing to a statement made by Charles M. Schwab at the 
American headquarters in Germany that he expects an era of industrial depression in the United 
States and sees little chance of business expansion for a long time, Judge E. H. Gary, Chairman of 
the United States Steel Corporation, came out with a restatement of his opinion, often expressed 
heretofore, that the problem of readjustment would be successfully solved at an early date and that 
thereafter the country will enter upon an era of great prosperity. 


Some eminent men like Frank Morrison burst forth with predictions of bread lines by May Ist, 
and Dr. Parkhurst warned against Bolshevism among our returning soldiers. 


But to offset these we got the annual report of the Comptroller of the Currency, John Skelton 
Williams, and it proves a veritable Arabian Nights tale. 


The banking power of the United States since June, 1914, has increased from $24,346,000,000 
to $39,082,800,000! Try to grasp that! It is a gain of over 60 per cent! The banking power of 
the United States today is nearly two anda half times greater than that of the whole world was 
in 1890. 


During the past five years our exports of merchandise aggregate $23,462,191,652 and our im- 
ports $11,881,973,986, and against this enormous balance in our favor stand net imports of 
$1,000,000,000 in gold and the bonded obligations of foreign powers, together with American stocks 
and bonds formerly held abroad. 


Altogether last week’s developments were most hopeful and inspiring. 


If the pessimists among us will but contrast our condition with that of European countries 
they cannot help but admit that we have every reason to feel safe, yea jubilant, regarding the future. 


And oh top of all this there is the great, big, highly portentous fact that the country goes 
dry July 1 next, which means that the demand for entertainment will be doubled and perhaps 
trebled.

Passaic, N. J., Jan. 27.—Despite the 
protest of the Passaic Pastors’ Asso- 
ciation, the movement started here 
three weeks ago to open the motion 
picture houses on Sunday resulted to- 
day in all the motion picture theaters 
doing a thriving business.

Interestingly Discussed by Showmen in Letters to 
The Billboard—Varying Opinions 
_ Expressed 


AL G. FIELD’S OPINION 


Objects to Government Ownership or Operation 
of Railroads —Privately Owned Roads 
Are Best, He Asserts 


In recent issues we have devoted 
considerable space to the railroad 
question, one of the most important 
questions confronting the show world 
and the public in general today. 
Herewith we reproduce a number of 
letters received in response to our in- 
vitation to readers to express their 
opinions: 

En Route, Jan. 25, 1919. 
Editor The Billboard, 
Cincinnati, O.: 


My Dear Sir—Referring to your re- 
quest that readers write you their 
opinions as to the advisability of gov- 
ernment ownership of railroads, and 
that the writer give reasons for his 
position, I am forever and aye op- 
posed to government ownership or 
government operation of our rail- 
roads. 

My objections are based upon that 
most convincing fact, experience. 

The history of governmental own- 
ership or, more particularly, opera- 
tions of railroads, has been dire fail- 
ures. We have only to go to Canada 
to contrast conditions as between the 
two government-owned railroads and 
the two private-owned roads. 

The two private-owned roads are 
the best in the world, while the stock 
and equipment of the government- 
owned and operated lines have depre- 
ciated to the lowest level. 

I am opposed to the governmental 
ownership of railroads for the reason 
that the few months the roads hive 
been operated by the government the 
business interests have lost two dollars 
to every one the roads have benefited 
this country, notwithstanding the ex- 
igencies of war. 

This country is the people thereof, 
and if the majority of citizens of the 
country have suffered in consequence 
of railroad service the managements 
of the railroads are to blame.

Sunday Movies 


Wouki Be Legalized—Licenses for 
Films Also Proposed by tr 
diana Solons 


Indianapolis, Jan. 25.—The fight to 
legalize Sunday motion pictures is on 
in this State and next week a measure 
legalizing Sunday movies after 1:30 
p.m. will be introduced. 

A bill was introduced yesterday es- 
tablishing a strict censorship on films 
and also providing that every film 
shown in Indiana must be licensed by 
the commission of three members to 
be appointed by the Governor. Under 
the proposed law a fee of $2 will be 
assessed for each film, with an addi- 
tional $1 for every duplicate film. The 
bill appropriates $5,000 for prelimi- 
nary expenses of setting up the com- 
mission. The members are to receive 
an annual salary of $2,000, with an 
additional $500 for the chairman. The 
entire cost of the commission, includ- 
ing additional employees, is not to 
exceed $30,000 a year.

State Bill Introduced 


To Create Department for Control of 
Production, Distribution and Ex- 
hibition of Pictures 


Binghamton, N. Y., Jan. 25.—As- 
sembiyman W. F. Brush, of Orange, 
N. Y., has introduced a Dill in the 
New York Legislature for the crea- 
tion of a State department to supervise 
and control the production, distribu- 
tion and exhibition of motion pictures 
in the State of New York. The pro- 
posed department would be headed by 
a commissioner with an annual sal- 
ary of $7,500, with authority to ap- 
point such assistants as he might need 
and the power to censor films. Provi- 
sion would be made for the payment of 
license fees of $5 each by the producer, 
distributor and exhibitor on each film, 
with an additional producers’ tax of 
$2 for every positive proof. This bill 
embodies the recommendations of the 
special legislative committee which in- 
vestigated the moving picture industry 
in New York State about two years 
ago.

“THE EFH'CAL MONARCH” 


Among my correspondents in Great Britain is an old retired clergyman of 
70 years of age, and in a letter to me he writes the following wonderful appre- 
ciation of President Wilson: 


*‘President Wilson is the ethical monarch of [négland. He voices the 
righteousness of our Supreme Ruler and His will concerning the reciprocad 
duties of men to men and Nations to Nations. Thanks and praise be unto 
our heavenly Father and Father King for President Wilson.’’ 


If this gentleman thinks so much of President Wilson simply because of 
his words and actions reported over in Europe, how much more should we actors 
think of him, when we think of him and consider the ethics that he has 
preached, laid down and commanded in this country. 

On April 8, 1918, Woodrow Wilson, in a. proclamation, stated: “THE RIGHT 
OF EMPLOYEES TO ORGANIZE IN ASSOCIATIONS OR GROUPS AND ‘0 
BARGAIN COLLECTIVELY THROUGH CHOSEN REPRESENTATIVES IS 
RECOGNIZED AND AFFIRMED. THIS RIGHT SHALL NOT. BE DENIED, 
ABRIDGED OR INTERFERED WITH BY THE EMPLOYERS IN ANY 
MANNER WHATSOEVER.” In other words this means that the actors have 
the right to organize in any way they like, to join any association they like, to 
negotiate through their elected officer or officers, and that their action in so 
doing shall not be interfered with, discriminated against or lessened in any 
way whatsoever. 

Mr. E. F. Albee followed along the lines of President Wilson’s proclama- 
tion and order. 


In The New York Telegraph of September Ist, also in Variety of Septem- 
ber 6th, 1918, there appeared an article by Mr. Albee. He said he was speaking 
for the Vaudeville Managers’ Protective Association, and under his own name 
Albee’s exact words): “There are no arbitrary con- 
ditions exacted which involve the personal liberty of any artist to do as he or 
she pleases in joining any association which their sense of right and self-inter- 


| est dictates.” 


This is another way of stating what the President declared shall exist in 
this land, among its actors. No conditiens shall be exacted by Mr. Albee or 
any member of the V. M. P. A. as to employment. No questions shall be asked 
as to whether a man is a member of our organization or any other organiza- 
tion. If-he chooses to belong to our organization he shall not be discriminated 
against or interfered with in any way. 

Further, to carry this out, Mr. Pat Casey, as the Executive Secretary of 
the V. M. P. A., sent a letter out to all managers instructing them not to ask 
actors or actresses if they were members of the N. V. A. or any other organi- 
zation. 

Therefore there is no longer any restriction on any actor. THE WHI!’ 
OF FEAR HAS BEEN LIFTED. The bugaboo of the “Black List” has van- 
ished and there is no excuse left to any actor now why he should not becom 
a member in good standing of our organization. 

President Wilson has commanded, Mr. Albee has agreed, and Pat Case) 
has carried out the instructions. Therefore to all actors I say: PAY YOUR 
DUES, BECOME ONCE MORE A MEMBER IN GOOD STANDING OF OUR 
ORGANIZATION, AND YOU WILL BE ABLE IN THE NEAR FUTURE TO 
QUOTE THE WORDS OF MY CORRESPONDENT.

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ROSS CRANE AND THE FAIRS 


The Evangelist of Better Homes—The Man Who 
Has Pioneered in the Field of Taking Art 
to the People—Art and 
Democracy 


There probably will be a big how! over 
this article coming from our Pecksniffian crit- 
ics, who imagine that they are blueblooded and 
talk much about the quality of their friends and 
their business standing. But what we have to 
say is founded on fact, not theory. 

Can art be taken to the people? Yes. Ross 
Crane, well known for years as one of our great- 
est and most beloved cartoonists and art leec- 
turers, finally grew bold enough to try it. Ile 
got the Art Institution of Chicago interested in 
his efforts. It co-operated with him = and 
booked a number of towns, where the people 
flocked to see his exhibit and hear his explana- 
tions. 

He has visited about fifty towns, and has been 
repeatedly called back to some of them for a 
second, third and fourth appearance. This 
shows that the people appreciate what he has 
to offer. 

One of his first visits was to the Art Insti- 
tute of Milwaukee, Wis., and he gave such gen- 
eral satisfaction there that his work was taken 
up and carried still further down the line to the 
people. Dudley Crafts Watson, of the Mil- 
waukee Art Museum, is the man who first had 
the nerve to face the long-haired, hungry, 
anemic disciples of Phidias, or some other Gre- 
cian patron saint, and proclaim his purpose to 
drag the sacred relics into the arena of the 
horse fair. Ye Gods! But in spite of the fact 
that little minds carped about the smell of horse 
manure and the odor that comes from swine and 
certain kinds of goats, still the brave Watson 
arranged to demonstrate the value of art, even 
to the motley crews that flock to the State anc& 
county fairs. 

In our December 14 issue we told in some de- 
tail of the inspiring work that was accomplished 


at the State Fair at Springfield, Il.; the Wis- 
consin State Fair, the State Fair of Minne- 


sota, as told by Mr. Watson, who was on the 
program at the meeting of State fair secretaries 
which gathered at the Auditorium Hotel here in 
Chicago, and which we had the pleasure of cov- 
ering during its three days’ session, as the 
representative of The Billboard. 

It is, therefore, a demonstrated fact that the 
people who attend the State and county fairs 
will visit and enthuse over these art exhibits 
and the talks and demonstrations given by these 
expert lecturers and demonstrators, 

Collier’s Magazine has editorially said: ‘‘Art 
must be mixed with democracy unless it is to 
become precious and anemic, and a democracy 
without art, without, that is to say, music, 
poetry, dancing, painting and the impulse to 
convey to others thru their emotions the truth 
as one sees it, would be a mere herd of human 
cattle. The Chicago Art Institute, which be- 
lieves in mixing art and democracy, sends 
groups of its pictures out on tours of the small 
towns, where they are hung for a few dsys 
while a lecturer tells people about them, and 
also talks on house building and furnishing, 
landscape gardening and allied subjects. This 
plan ought to be followed by other museums. 
The time will come in this democratic American 
America when it will be a mark of selfishness, 
not merit, for rich men to buy up numbers of 
great paintings and keep them locked up in 
their own houses, with no one to enjoy them,”’ 

From the ineeption of the Extension activities 
‘of the Art Institute of Chicago it has been the 
settled purpose of Ross Crane, head of the de- 
partment, to evolve some program of art promo- 
tion, which should be of the highest practical 
value and aesthetic interest, and at the same 
time be within the means of even the smallest 
club organizations. 

Mr. Crane believes all art should be applied 
art—art applied to life—and that the most di- 
rect way to apply art to life is to ‘‘make bean- 
tiful the habitations of the people.”” 

He also believes that “SHOWING HOW” is 
more effective than Telling How. 

If this situation obtains, the credit will be 
due to Ross Crane, head of the extension de- 


partment of the Art Institute of Chicago, with a 
reputation firmly established not only as a 
chautauqua lecturer and entertainer, but like- 
wise as an art critic and lecturer, who is the 
cogs and wheels, the engipveer and fireman of 
the Betfer Homes Movement as it exists today. 

Mr, Crane conducts his work in the form of a 
Better Homes Exposition. To supplement the 
exhibition of furniture, rugs, curtains, lighting 


job—at enormous profit and satisfaction to ev- 
erybody concerned."’ A new policy of business 
is being developed to meet these conditions, and 
the Better Homes Expositions help directly in 
this. They stimulate trade thru a campaign of 
community education, 

The small town, as well as the wealthy city. 
is to be afforded the opportunity of the new 
Better Homes Exposition, (Mr, Crane's 
involves a demonstration of what can be done 
with the things at hand. He makes ure of 
articles from the local exhibitions, carrying 
with him only the draperies and less expensive 
accessories, This exposition requires five days 
in each community and begins with the selection 
of furnishings. .The afternoons and evenings 
are devoted to the lecturees and demonstrations. 
Mr. Crane bas the setting for three sides of a 
room, which he erects on the stage of the 
auditorium where he lectures, He has painted 
windows and doorways, which can be placed to 
best effect, so that different types of rooms can 
be treated, In this setting be places a rug, 
chairs, tables, curtains and draperies, lighting

instruments, etc., staged by the local merchants, 
he brings from the Art Institute of Chicago 
exhibitions of paintings, landscape art, civic 
art, advertising art and interior decoration, and 
delivers popular lectures on those subjects. 

The expositions are backed by chambers of 
commerce, business clubs, women’s clubs and 
other local organizations, and the publie is 
admitted free. It is an educational project, not 
a money-making. scheme, altho under the or- 
ganization plan it will be self-sustaining. It 
Will reach the smaller cities and towns, as well 
as those boasting large population and wealth. 

The opportunity offered the wideawake, up-to- 
the-minute merchant should be obvious. In his 
hands are all the implements for making a 
home; on him a large proportion of the house- 
wives depend for taste in selection, A goodly 
number of women accomplish beauty and com- 
fort in their homes whether they have had train- 
ing or not. The vast number without this 
precious gift must rely on the dealers from 
whom they purchase their furnishings; therein 
lies the merchant's great power. 

So much for the theory of the situation. As 
to the facts, last year the American people spent 
$1.000.000,000 for home furnishings alone, and 
last year business was less firm than it is to- 
day. W. M, Hart says: “The calmest judges 
of affairs in the country prophesy a post-war 
period of prosperity for America such as the 
world has never seen! And every man who 
thinks knows that it is true. The figures of 
after-the-war trade are going to stagger even 
the optimists. A world is to be rebuilt, re- 
clothed, refurnished, restocked and educated all 
over again. The institutions that build their 
places in the public goodwill are going to do the 


that not an article lacks harmony, not a piece of 
furniture is placed at a wrong angle; yet he has 
built a room that is pleasingly informal and 
comfortable. Then be explains why he has se- 
lected these pieces; how they conform to the 
principles of form, color and design. Finally, 
to emphasize the good points by contrast, he 
rearranges the same articles in the same set- 
ting in less artistic manner, and even the un- 
trained eye notes the difference in effect, 

One of Mr. Crane’s most enjoyable lectures is 
an elimination. He crowds into the room space 
a great number of things. Tables are piled high 
with books and vases and every chair has a pil- 
low or two, and the mantelpiece is buried under 
“jonk.” Mr, Crane is a natural entertainer. He 
injects a word or two to set the andience think- 
ing in the right way. A twinkle of the eye, and 
suddenly his audience, recognizing that some- 
thing is wrong with the scene, asks to have 
some of the objects removed until there remain 
a few well chosen and well placed, 

An essential factor in the Better Homes 
gospel of Mr. Crane is to secure for the poorer 
and middle classes of America good, substantial, 
plain furniture and to get it cheap. In England 
and one or two other European countries the 
poorer people have been able to purchase plain 
furniture which serves thelr purpose, is well 
within their means and yet beautiful because 
of its simple, efficient lines, Unfortunately 
when we make things “‘cheap’’ in this country 
we make them cheap in art and in efficiency as 
well as in price, Cheap furniture, as a rule, 
Is highly ornate, shiny bright and tawdry. This 
is to attract the untrained ere of the prospective 
purchaser, These are the very people who can 
ill afford things of only temporary value. ‘To 


—— | 


the average individual the buying of a piece of 
furniture is an event; that which he purchases 
must give him long service. It is Mr. Crane's 
ambition to train these very people to a keep 
appreciation of the importance of art in daily 
life, 

And the fruits of bis labor will be longlived— 
granted that the furniture merchant acquires q 
detinite his responsibility therewith 
and extends the measure of co operation vital to

For Popular American Basso 


Eugene Cowles, One of Bosto- 
nians’ Four Great Male Sing- 
ers, Achieves Notable 
Success 


Now that American singers and musicians in 
every phase of musical art are at last gaining 
recognition for their well deserved artistry, it 
is noteworthy that one of our feremost and best 
known operatic stars, a revered veteran of the 
Awerican operagoing public, is now achieving 
further fame in one of the most notable roles 
of bis career. In the role of Abdullah, the 
steward in Chu Chin Chow, Eugene Cowles, 
greatest of American bassos, has scored a tre- 
mendous triumph—a triumph that has had much 
to do with the success of the Oriental extrava- 
ganza produced by Messrs. Elliott, Comstock 
& Gest at the Century Theater, New York, last 
season, where it had a phenomenal run, now 
scheduied for a run at the Auditorium, Chi- 
cago. 

Eugene Cowles, was born in Quebec, Canada, 
being the son of a pliysician of Stanstead, where 
he received his early education. He bezan his 
career as ai clerk in the First National 
Bank of Chicago as a very young man, at tlie 
same time studying music under local teachers, 
and thru the wonderful quality of his clear 
bass voice soon became afliliated with some of 
the best church choirs of that city. 

In the season of 1888-89 he joined the old 
Boston Opera Company, when that aggregation 
played its annual engagement at the Grand 
Opera House in Chicago. From the night of his 
debut he became a favorite as a member of the 
great quartette of male singers for which that 
organization became famous in after years, 
Carl, Forthingham and McDonald being the other 
three. For ten seasons he played leading basso 
roles in the comic and standard operas produced 
by this company, which later became known as 
the Bostonians, but his most notable triumph 
was in the role of Will Scarlett in Smith and 
De Koven’s opera of Robin Hood. His singing 
of the famous Forge and Anvil song and It 
Takes Nine Tailors To Make a Man was one 
of the great successes of that tuneful opera, un- 
til even today when Robin Hood is mentioned 
his wonderful performance stands out ag inci- 
dental to the Smith-De Koven composition’s 
success. 

When the Bostonians disbanded about a de- 
cade ago he became the leading support of Alice 
Nielsen, another member of the Bostonians, when 
she starred in The Fortune Teller and The 
Singing Girl, sharing the honors with the star. 
About this time he composed several beautiful 
songs, of which Forgotten, Once in a Purple 
Twilight and Crossing the Bar immediately 
jumped into favor. 

He was next heard of in grand opera in Lon- 
don, where he appeared in famous basso roles, 
being dubbed by an enthusiastic London musical 
critic as the American Edouard de Reszke. In 
1901 he again appeared with Alice Nielsen as 
leading support in a number of her productions 
in London, returning to America with his own 
company in a concert tour carrying him from 
coast to coast. 

In recent years he has been heard as the 
leading support with Fritzi Scheff, Marie Cahill, 
and featured in a number of Victor Herbert 
operas, achieving another artistic triumph in the 
American composer's Rose of Algeria. When the 
Shuberts put on their revival ‘of the Gilbert & 
Sullivan operas, with an all-star cast, a few 
seasons ago as a summer attraction, Eugene 


Cowles appeared in many of the basso roles 
of these tuneful operatic gems. 
In the role of the Oriental steward in Chu 


Chin Chow Mr. Cowles has ample opportunity 
to display the beauty of his marvelous voice 
to great advantage, as he has severa: of the 
musical gems of the score, his opening song 
being one of the catch refrains of the extrava- 
ganza. lis melody bids fair to become as 
famous, thru his artistic interpretation of it, as 
his two solos in Robin Hood. Another thing in 
ivor of this American singer is h's diznified 
commanding appearance, fitting well the 
while his radiating personal- 
ity stands oNt in bold relief like a shining 


star at night, adding lustre to the name of an 
already honored and admired American singer. 

In the face of the hue and cry of a short time 
since that it was impossible for a native artist 
to either receive the proper instruction or recog- 


nition for a marvelous gift on his native 
heath the musical career of Eugene Cowles 
stands out defiantly. Besides the short time 
spent with vocal instructors in his youth in 
Chicago he received no tuition other than 
that derived from hard and painstaking study 
of the operatic roles be appeared in, yet he has 
long since been recognized, not only in Ameri- 
ea, but abroad, as a singer whose artistry is 
classic. His songs and compositions are heard 
on many concert and recital programs, while

MUSIC AT JOHNS HOPKINS 


Now Part of Curriculum Thru Ar. 
rangement Just Made With 
Peabody Conservatory 


Baltimore, Jan, 25.—After years of untiring 
efforts to obtain academic recognition of music 
as a major study, Harold Randolph, director 
of the Peabody Conservatory of Music, Baltimore, 
has at Ist had his labors rewarded. The trus- 
tees of the Johns Hopkins University have de- 
cided to add music to the list of matriculation 
subjects and accept that study as an elective when 
offered by candidates for the Bachelor of Science 
degree at the University, provided the study of 
music is completed at the Peabody Conserva- 
tory. Credit for instruction in music received 
elsewhere shall be subject to the certification 
of the faculty of the Peabody Conservatory. 

The recognition of music as a collegiate study 
means much to students of music. for it en- 
ables them to obtain a university education while 
pursuing the profession of music, and to broaden 
their culture along other Mes while receiving 
proper recognition for the efforts. It will place 
the profession of music on a higher plane and 
encourage its study among those who desire to 
make it their life study, while obtaining a 
collegiate education. 

Three years ago an arrangement was completed 
whereby certain prescribed studies at the Pea- 
body Summer School were accepted as electives 
for the Bachelor of Science degree at the Hop- 
kins, with music as a minor study; it is only 
by this recent arrangement between the Hop- 
kins Wniversity and the Peabody Conservatory

Chicago, Jan. 25.—At the thirteenth concert 
of the Chicago Symphony Orchestra, January 17, 
Directors DeLamarter presented for the first time 
in America a symphony by Sgambati, an Italian 
composer of the modern schovl.

Another DeLamarter offering of the new 
Italian style was the prelude to the third act 
lof A Basso Porto, by Spinelli. More of this 
modern style of Italian music is to be intro- 
duced by the Chicago Symphony Orchestra be- 
fore its final concert of the 1918-'19 season, 
but whether it will retain a permanent posi- 
tion on the future programs of this organization 
remains with the way in which musical Chicago 
accepts this newer style of Italian music.

Conductor Josef Stransky, of the Philharmonic 
Sympbony Orchestra, played the overture from 
Wagne r’s Tristan and Isolde at the very moment 
first contingent of wounded men were em- 
barking from France, the city deep t~ gloom 
and horrified at the wanton destruction of the 
yout ountry. And but a few months 
ago this foreigner rose up in indignant denial 
, German, proudly asserting that 
be was a Czech-Slovak, and that his country 
was pow numbered among the world’s republics. 
A New York critic justly exclaimed: ‘‘Ye gods! 
Stransky plays Wagner as our wounded arrive 
in port!’ And the incident was passed up. 

At bis concert in Carnegie Hall, January 18. 
Stransky again directed his orchestra thru three 
Wagneran selections, Forest Murmurs, from 
Siegfried; the prelude from Tristsn and Isolde 
and the overture from Tannhauser, with the D 
Major Symphony of Beethoven as the overture. 
On this occasion Manager Felix L. Leifels, fear- 
ing an indignant uprixing, called in police as- 
sistance, but there was no disturbance, and 
Germanic-Wagnerian melody wafted thru the 
auditorium of Carnegie Hall—whose walls have 
rung with patriotic cheers to the utterances of 
loral Americans—unmolested, altho scantily ap- 
plauded. 

Commenting upon this Reginald de Koven, 
calling Germany still our enemy, invites the di- 
rectors and members of the Philharmonic Or- 
chestra to visit the Lambs’ Club and see the 
guests of that patriotic organization—soldiers 
without arms, legs or feet—once the flower of 
our manhood—returned to us maimed and 
wounded from the Wotan, the Tannhauser and 
the Siegfried lines. Possibly should they wit 
bess these harrowing sights they might not be 
So anxious to present to the public, at least un- 
til time has healed our wounded hearts, the 
works of a composer which have become symbolic 
of that autocratic German spirit which has 
made our brave boys the human wrecks they are.

Mr. de Koven further opines that the playing of 
German music at this time is a direct insult to 
our musician allies, who have decided to exclude 
all Wagnerian and Strauss music from th-ir 
programs, altho in most incidents making ex- 
ceptions for the works of Beethoven and dead 
composers, 


At a concert given by the San Francisco Sym- 
phony at the Curran Theater recently, Alfred 
Hertz conducting, the works of three German 
composers were rendered, Les Preludes of 
Li an Ortental fantesy by Franz Lebar. an 
thor of The Merry ‘Widow, resident of Leipsic, 
Bavaria, and The Bat, by Jonann Strauss, It 
was the daugliter-in-law of the latter, Mrs. 
Richard Strauss, who remarked to Pierre Mon- 
teaux, Metropolitan conductor, that an Emperor 
would soon be occupying a royal box in the Paris 
Conservatoire instead of a president occupying 
a democratic loge. It happened that the French 
conductor was preparigag Joseph, by the lady’s 
husband, for q Paris production in May, 1914, 
and was showing her about the building when 
she made the above remark, There was no 
Joseph, nor has q Strauss work ever been pre- 
sented on a program in which the loyal French- 
man is interested. It was the same lady who 
sneered at the possibility of the American entry 
into the conflict, while it is a well-known fact 
that when his Merry Widow was the rage in 
this country Franz Lehar declined to visit 
America, 

However, the foreign conductors of orchestras 
are not to have things all their own way. An 
organization of American women, headed by 
Mrs. William Jay—who was largely instru- 
mental in having Doctor Karl Muck interned— 
is voicing its protest strongly in New York 
against German music and plays, going so far 
as to solicit legal aid. Over in Chicago another 
organization has been formed, with Mrs. Jobn 


Alden Carpenter, wife of the nativeborn Amer- 
ican composer, at its head, for the purpose of 
furthering the jnterests of American music and 
artists, at the same time stimulating interest 
in the epera. One of the fundamental principles 
of The Friends of Music—as tue organization 
is called—is a strict taboo on ail things Teutonic 
—musically—substituting American music jn its 
place, 

While the director of the Philharmonic fs 
crashing out heavy Wagnerian music a na- 
tiveborn musician, cne of the most popular con 
n the United States, Walter Damrosch, 
comes forth with the announcement that he will 
not play the works of any living German com- 
poser, nor will the German lancnage be sung at 
any of his concerts.

Damrosch pays to the man whose works made 
Bayreuth a musical Mecca a thoro musicians’ 
tribute—that he considers the German composer 
a genius, whose music bas become a world heri- 
tage, written while the comneser was ex'l d 
in Switzerland by imperial command. On the 
other hand the patriotism of Damrosch pre- 
dominates over his artistry to the extent that 
he will have neither Wagner nor Strauss com- 
positions on his future programs, 


BANDMASTER CONWAY CALLS 


Pat Conway, the American bandmaster, was 
a welcome caller at The Billboard recently 
while en route from Nashville, Tenn., where, he 
had been in attendance at the Southern Fair 
Secretaries’ annual convention to Chicago. Dur- 
ing the war this veteran musician was Division 
Bandmaster at Camp Arthur, Waco, Tex., re- 
tiring from service a short time since. While 
chatting away on several subjects, Bandmaster 
Conway grew reminiscent and told of a record 
trip he made with his organization from the 
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Pacific Coast to the Atlantic Seaboard and back 
again in record time during the summer of 1909. 
He had just finished a ten weeks’ engagement 
in Oakland, Cal., at Idora Park, jumping from 
there to Kansas City for three weeks, Chicago 
three weeks, then to Atlantic City for four weeks. 
While filling the latter engugement he was of- 
fered and accepted a return engagement at the 
Presidio, San Francisco, making the only com- 
plete transcontinental tour ever made by a band 
orgunization, opening in the Golden Gate re- 
sort one week after closing on the famous 
boardwalk.

Chicago, Jan. 25.—Imstead of being ill, as 
erroneously reported, John McCormack. the fa- 
mous Irish tenor, gave a recital January 19 in 
Chicago, at which the Auditorium was not only 
packed to the doors, but 700 seats were placed 
on the stage. On this occasion the singer, who 
was in magnificent voice, sang Wilfred Sander- 
son’s stirring home-coming song, I Shall Meet 
You, which fits so appropriately into the spirit 
of the present time. Several other spirited war 
songs were included, while a group of his fa- 
mous Irish songs, altho not announced on the 
program, were sung as encores, McCormack re- 
ceiving an ovation, being compelled to respond 
many times.

At 
Kankakee the press agent visited the insane 
asylum to meet a crowd of his former opposition 
press men, who showed him his hall bedroom 
whenever he was ready to foin ‘em. At Glas-

Stephen E. Jackman, who died recently at 
St. Petersburg, Fla., was one of the most wide- 
ly known park men in the country. He was 
the inventor of Jackman'’s Thriller, the first 
roller coaster, which was the forerunner of other 
presentday thrill producers. 
Jackman was @ man of tenacious purpose, that 
tho he met with many discouragements he 
never gave up, and this quality was largely re- 
sponsible for the success he attained. Start- 
ing out as a cabinet maker. he was made penni- 
less by a fire which destroyed bis plant. He 
started in again with practically no capital, 
and later began the erection of roller coasters, 
which he installed at varions amusement re- 
sorts. Then came the disastrous fire at Coney 
Island, New York, and Jackman suffered a loss 
of $500,000. But he smiled—and started in 
again to amass a fortune, which he did. 
Jackman possessed a genial personality and a 
kind heart. Many were his deeds of kindess, 
performed unostentatiously, and bis bundreds of 
friends will miss his genial smile and cheery 
greeting.

| GOOD ROADS 


To Receive Great Impetus— Millions of Dollars Being 
Appropriated for Highways—Senator Bank- 
head Urges Need of Improvements 


The year 1919 is to see a great widening in the interest in good roads. 
This growing interest is already apparent in the bills that have been 
introduced in many State Legislatures and appropriations made in others, 
also in the attitude of the law makers at Washington. 

Senator John H. Bankhead, chairman of the Committee on Post- 
offices and Post Roads, to which all Senate highway legislation is re- 
ferred, comments as follows on bills now pending: 

“The nation trained its Engineer Corps and sent it to Europe 
equipped for the quick construction of roads. 
States took in the decisive campaign was rendered possible by the use 
of automobiles and motor trucks over rapid transit highways. 

“Now that the war is over the question arises: Are not highways as 
vitally important for the conduct of peace as they were for the conduct 
of war? With half the world going to bed hungry every night and mil- 
lions doomed to starvation is not the swift construction of the highway 
to the acre that produces as urgent a necessity as were the roads in the 
battle zone? And if the need is as urgent should the nation slacken its 
effort or permit its road building equipment to be sold or dissipated? 
Should it not rather increase its efforts in this direction and proceed 
with the construction of highways at home on a scale commensurate 
with the importance and urgency of the’ need? 

“It is for the Congress of the United States to answer these ques- 
Measures are pending designed to meet the situation.” 

Illinois, in addition to the $60,000,000 to be raised by the bond issue 
passed last November, has approximately $8,000,000 for road work next 
spring. Other States have appropriated or are preparing to appropriate 
millions of dollars for highway improvement. 

This is of direct and vital interest to those interested in county fairs, 
as good roads have a marked effect on fair attendance.

ADMISSION PRICES 


Question Is Engaging Attention of 
Fair Associations in All Parts of 
the Country 


The question of raising the admission prices 
to fairs is one which is occupying the atteation 
of fair associations in all parts of the country. 
It is generally agreed that an advance ip prices 
is imperat ve in order to keep the asseriations 
from benbruptry, but not all are agreed upon 
the amount that should be charged and whether 
there should be an additional charge for auto- 
mobiles and horse drawn vehicles, 


At the annual meeting of the Ohio Race Cir- 
euit in Columbus recently the question of rais- 
ing admission prices received considerable at- 
tention President A. P, Sandles advocated 
all fairs in the State making a uniform rate 
of 35 cents. A number ef secretaries etated 
that they were already charging 35 cents. and 
a few said 5) cents was charged for single av- 
missions. These lutter, while favoring a gen 
eral raise in rates, objected to making a uniform 
tate of 35 cents, stating that they had found 
50 cents satisfactory and would continue to 
charge that amount. 


Then there were some fairs that made a 
charge ef 35 cents for single admissions and 
an extra charge of 35 cents for automobiles 
while horse drawn vehicles were admitted free. 
One secretary created qa laugh when he said 
be didn’t think horse drawn vehicles should be 
harced admission, as they had to take the aute- 
mobile’a dust. 


(ne secretary from the Northwestern part 
of the State said he was heartily in favor of 
& general increase in rates, but that dis fair 
‘ould not put it into effect owing to the fact 
that there were fairs Just over the State line 
in Michigan and Indiana thet charged only 25 
cents and refused to consider an increase. As 
long as they continued the low rate, said th* 
secretary, his fair would have to do the same 

Those secretaries whose fairs had adopted 
the increased rates all agreed that there had 
been practically no objection to the raise and 
that the attendance had shown no falling off tn 


comparison with previous years. The people 
realized, they said, that the cost of conducting 
& fair hod increased along with everything else 


ond if they were given a first-class fair they 
wonld be willing to pay the price. 

Rh. M. Gilmore, secretary of the Maine As- 
sociation of Agricultural Fairs, in his announce- 
tment of the annual meeting of the association, 
‘ays: “One question of importance to agricul- 
tural faire this coming year is that of finances 
nd I believe that the time has come to advance 
the price of admission from % cents to say 
“cents Yon will all have time to consider the 
matter before the meeting, but when one con- 
siders the advance in price of every commodity 
or endeavor under the sun, why should not the 
“ericultural fairs do the same? I belleve 50 
cents too small for the amount of entertainment 
to he found on our grounds.’

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PRERELEASE RUNS 


Said To Be Sold Without Knowledge of Producers 
—No Paid Publicity in The Billboard—Prohibi- 
tion Owes Its Progress to the Screen 


By W. STEPHEN BUSH 


The publicity man of a rising film concern 
came to this desk the other day with much 
manuscript, telling of the wonderful things his 
company had done, was doing and would do in 
the future. It was all assertion and no news. 
We told him The Billboard, being conducted in 
the interest of the reader, must decline to 


print the stuff, even though an ‘‘ad’’ went with 
it. The surprise of the P. M, knew no bounds. 
He showed copies of the trade papers which 
had printed his voluminous literature word 
for word. We tried to show him that he had 
gained no genuine advantage for his company 
by getting the stuff printed. 


are 


“Of course,”” we went on to erplain to him, 
“you want this matter printed in the hope it 
will be read. Now, the readers of the trade 
papers get so much of this publicity stuff that 
they are sick of it and pay little attention to it. 
It’s not sews and it’s buried amid reams of 
self-landation issued forth to a suffering world 
by other rising film concerns, There is room for 
that sort of thing in the advertising columns. 
If you believe in your films buy space and use 
it in your own way. More than that, however, 
is necessary to get into the news columns of 
The Billboard. To get there your item must 
Save real news value to the reader. If it pos- 
Sesses such value it will be printed, whether 
an ‘‘ad’’ comes with it or not. Dressing up a 
lot of publicity stuff, im the guise of news, and 
putting it in the company of real news, to make 
the deception more effective, is not our policy. 
3f this is old-fashioned journalism why make 
the most of it? 


More and more the screen is used for other 


things than pictures. Take the so-called Lit- }- 


erary Digest of the screen. Here we have two 
or three hundred feet of words. Words on the 
screen are crutches, the proper way of motion 
on the screen is the picture. Words are most 
of the time little better than necessary evils. 
The use of these little essays instead of pic- 
tures to us seems but another sign of the stag- 
nation in the quality of the screen. Newspapers 
for printed words, the screen for moving pic- 
tures, 


We are happily passing thru a period of 
prosperity and that alone helps us to tide over 
the long continued run of bad features. The 
idemic of bad pictures is getting worse. Let 
aes hope that in the inevitable readjustment of 
values, which is bound to come soon or Iater, 
we may be better prepared for a crisis than we 
are today. 


No one outside of a real prophet can tell what 
effect prohibition will have on the motion pic- 
ture business. Don’t be too sure that it will be 
wholly beneficial. The abhorrent pests that live 
by trying to make other folks uncomfortable 
must look for new fields to conquer now that 
they have made us a nation of camels, To- 
bacco may be next, or it may be motion pictures. 
One thing is sure: The motion picture has put 
prohibition on the map. Prohibition has camped 
op the trail of the screen. As the motion pic- 
ture gained in popularity prohibition gained 
likewise. The saloon lost its voters, who pre- 
ferred the motion picture entertainment to the 
saloon, Some may sneer at the expression that 
the saloon was the poor man’s club. It was. 
There were no butlers and there was no tapes- 
try, but the poor man, just as the rich man, 
wants bis social glass. Let us not delnde onr- 
selves with the idea that we are the first na- 
tion to plunge into vows of total abstinence.

Complaints have reached this office which 
might well receive the immediate and earnest 
attention of the film producers, It is said that 
in more than one city certain exchanges or 
employees of exchanges are giving prerelease 
runs to certain theaters. It is not always done 
in the dark either. In some cases these in- 
formal prerelease runs have even been adver- 
tised. This means, of course, an absolute loss 
to the producer, whose property is used unlaw- 
fully, and a loss to the exhibitor, who pays a 
round price for a first showing of the picture, 

If the combination of stars for the control and 
distribution of their own productions has the 
effect of making all nonstar features depend on 
their own merits it will mean an unmixed bless- 
ing to the industry. Month after month bad 
stuff, that was known to be bad, has been forced 
on the exhibitor thrn the nse of the stars. If 
yon did not take the ‘“‘cheese’® you could not 
get the good things. We hope some plan will be 
perfected which will eliminate the ‘‘cheese.””

NEW LOS ANGELES HOUSE 


los Angeles, Jan. 21.—‘*Does Society Support 
the Pictures?’ This question has been asked 
and answered a thousand times. It was em- 
phatically answered in the affirmative recently, 
when the elaborate new and sumptuous Cali- 
fornia Theater was opened to the public at Main 
street, near Eighth. Society turned out en 
masse, The lobby during the walk in re- 
sembled a big society gathering. Names notable 
on the exclusive blue list of Los Angeles’ most 
exclusive circles were among the purchasers of 
boxes and orchestra seats. Society and stars 
of filmdom in fact comprised a large division of 
the immense audience which crowded the new 
house, The capacity is 2,500, 

An innovation in the stage practically does 
away with a proscenium and stage while in fact 
giving considerable stage room for added attrac- 
tions and living features on the program in 
addition to the films, The house claims the 
largest asbestos curtain in the country. The 
proscenium, or what should be the proscenium, 
is 55 feet. Elaborate railings border the stage, 
and it is approached by a grand stairway from 
the orchestra, 

The house has tWo elaborate galleries, and ts 
furnished on the most expensive scale.

DR. COPELAND SPEAKS 


Tells Brooklyn Exhibitors How He Resisted Pres- 
sure To Close Theaters — Big Merchant 
Threatened To Have Him Indicted 


The organized exhibitors of the Borough of 
Brooklyn held a banquet at the Imperial Hotel, 
which proved to be one of the most brilliant 
affairs ever known. Rudolph Sanders presided. 
Many notable exhibitors and men prominent in 
varions walks of life attended the banquet, among 
them State President Sydney S. Cohen, Execu- 
tive Secretary S. I. Berman, Charles L. 
O'Reilly. Charles Steiner, Isaac Hartstall, Wil- 
liam Brand, John Manheimer, Sam Spedon. 
Among well-known public men who attended the 
banquet were: Dr. R, S. Copeland, Health Com- 
missioner, and District Attorney Lewis, of 
Kings County. 

The feature of the evening was the address 
of Dr. Copeland, who fought so bravely and 
successfully against the epidemic, 


Dr. Copeland said that his attitude during the 
recent epidemic had been misrepresented in 
certain quarters, He spoke of the pressure 
brought to bear on him to close the motion 
picture theaters in the City of New York. 

“One night,’? Dr, Copeland satéd, “I was bend- 
ing over my little meal of milk and crackers, 
about the only food I had ip twenty-four hours 
of the most trying work, when a very prominent 
merchant of this city, a man whose name is 


well known in the commercia) world, called me 
on the phone and told me in rather abrupt fash- 
ion that he would have me indicted at once if 
I did not forthwith close every motion picture 
theater in the city. I tried to reason with him 
and show kim why I thought it was best to 
keep the motion picture houses open, I said 
that it was done mainly to keep up the moral 
of the public and to prevent panic. He would 
not listen to me, I told him then that if any 
of the public places were to be closed I would 
start with some of the overcrowded depart- 
ment stores with their bargain day rushes and 
their unsanitary cellars. I told him that a well 
ventilated theater was not dangerous.”* 

The Commissioner paid a strong tribute to 
the organized exhibitors for their support of him 
during the terrible days of the epidemic. 

“I want to compliment you on your splendid 
leadership” be continued, **Your State president, 
Mr. Cohen, and his able adjutante, Messrs, 
O'Reilly an@ Berman, conscientiously redeemcu 
every promise they made on behalf of the ex- 
hibitors. The exhfbitors co-operated faithfully 
with my department. 1 checked vp on all of 
them and none were found wanting.”

FILM TAX PROTEST

the new cabaret tax will be 50 per cent higher 
than the old. 

Pending the outcome of the fight it was an- 
nounced that work on at least 71 new theatrical 
productions had been suspended. These affects 
now proceed as originally planned. This affects 
thousands of persons who would have been 
thrown out of employment. Theater construc- 
tion in all parts of the country also would have 
been adversely affected had the higher tax 
been adopted. 

Now that the fight has been won the theat- 
tical atmosphere has been somewhat cleared 
and managers and theater owners can proceed 
with the definite assurance that rates will re- 
main as they are. There are other problems to 
work out, problems of great importance, such, 
for instance, as the railroad problem, but the 
theatrical world has a way of overcoming 
seemingly insurmountable difficulties, and some- 
how they will solve the problems that Ue be- 
fore them.

INCREASE IN PARKING CHARGES 


Affecting Private or Chartered Pas- 
senger or Baggage Cars 


The railroad administration has put in effect 
\ new tarif affecting parking of private or 

hartered passenger or baggage cars. 

The new tariff, in full, reads mb 

“Special, private or chartered p¥Wssenger or 
baggage cars (empty or in service) will be 
parked or stored subject to the regulations of 
the individual lines, provided the terminal car- 
riers upon whose line the cars are to be parked 
or stored bave facilities or space therefor, and 
provided arrangements are made in advance for 
such parking or storing thru the passenger de 
partment of such terminal carriers, at the fol- 
luwing charges: 

“The following charges per car per day or 
fraction of a day will be made for such service, 
time to be computed from twelve o'clock noon for 
cars arriving at or after twelve o'clock midnight 
and before twelve o'clock noon and from twelve 
o'clock midnight for cars arriving at or after 
twelve o’clock noon and before twelve o'clock 
midnight. 

“For each of the first four days $3 per day, 
with the minimum charge of $10, which mini- 
mum charge includes the cost of setting-out and 
Picking up. 


“For each of the next three days, $6. 

“For each succeeding day, $10. 

The foregoing charges do not include the 
cost of any sanitary facilities required. 

“In undertaking the parking of cars the 


carrier does not assume 
nish sanitary accommodations, or supplies, such 
as heat, water, ice, etce.; such accommodations, 
however, will be furnixhed on application where 
operating conditions will vermit at a proper 
compensating charge. 

“Special baggage cars will be 
to the same conditions as stated 
charge of $10 per car for each twenty-four 
hours or fraction thereof after the first twenty 
four beurs from time of arrival of train’ at 
destination will be made for such service, ex- 
cept that no charge will be made fer the first 
Sunday in case of special baggage cars arriv- 
ing after 5 p.m. Saturday.

What would horse 
racing, Daseball, football, golf, tennis, hockey 
and auto racing be as a recognized sport if 
they were not organized and controlled by of- 
ficers who were in turn governed by a uniform 
set of rules that must be lived up to to the 
letter? There can be no doubt that nowhere in 
the realms of rea! healthful outdoor sports can 
anything approach, for real excitement, thrills 
and a truthful demonstration of hardy, physical 
development, and skill, than that of the Amer- 
ican cowboy, in honest competition, in the haz- 
ardous feates of horsemanship and its kindred 
accomplishments; when it is presented as a 
CONTEST, when all are out to win on their 
merits and not simply there to collect a certa'n 
sum for their work as an exhibition. Owing 
to the fact that there have been so many so- 
called WILD WEST exhibitions shown all over 
the country, in the West, as well as in the Exst, 
that were of the most pronounced type of frau4, 
as to how real stockhands work, dress and act, 
The general public of this country have been 


mislead as to the real cowboy, and his habits, 
both at work and at p'ay. He has been touted 
by many of the woul!-be w'se ones as a long- 
haired desperfdo, who usually goes about 


Gressed all up in spotted chaps, armed with a 
couple of eix-shooters, locking for trouble; wt" 
he is not filling up with booze, getting reacy 
for the war path, he is supposed to be rustl'ng 
cattle, or doing s meth ng equally as desperate, 
Then again, he is su»posed to be on “‘the dodge.” 
Many of the weald-bee that have toured the 
country with a certa’n trne of W'ld West shows 
and who never were on the range in their lives 
have gloried in dolling wp in a grotesque ga-b 
(that would make a real hand shy like a green 
bronk at a flivver), mixing up with the folks 
and unloading a bunch of bull as to how bad 
they were, etc. These are a tew of the thinvs 
that have helped to give many people the im- 
pression that ALL cowboys were rowdies and a 
dangerous class of folks, Therefore, the newly 
formed Contest Association has a duty to per- 
form, and that is nothing more than to explain 
to the public, in their a:vertising matter, ju t 
what their contest represents. In other words 
give full particulars as to the rules governirg 
the different events on your program, ‘Remem- 
ber ALL of your audiences are not wise to the 
finer points of the game. For instance, at a 
baseball game let a player meake‘a fumble or an 
error and notice bow quickly it will be de- 
tected in all parts of the grand gtand or bleach- 
ers. It should be the same way at a front’er 
eontest. Educate your audience to the game, 
then they will be watchful and on the alert to 
detect any infracton of the rules. That is 
what makes any sport interesting—wthe specta- 
tors must know the game as well as the players. 
Wild West Shows, if they are presented by real 
exponents of the sports of the catil: « Samay. 
can’t be beat for a good entertainment. But 
those put en by people who don’t know t! 1e first 
thing about the real thing have always been 
and always will be a knock to the real game. 
And the sooner such ext ibitions are di scour aged 
in every possible way the better for the Wild 
West business as a publ ¢ entertainment in gen- 
eral. 

“The movies have dore their 
some exceptions) to give the public, net only in 
this country, but all over the world, the impres- 
sion that the cowboys (except tne hero and his 
pals—and sometimes even they) were all ‘tough 
birds.” Many will tell you that the public 
wants that kind of stuff. 1 would ask in return: 
Do all Westerners want, or expect, to see an 
Eastern picture depicting the characters of 
thugs, gunmen, hopheads or residents of the 
Bowery? I could go on for pages and cite in- 
stances that have come under my personal ob- 
servation that have hurt the Wild West game, 
but what's the use? These faults are known to 
all who know the real thing. But I ask The 
os rd (which bas demonstrated for some 

s that it is for the best interests of the 
Wild West business, and those who are en- 
gaged in it) to ask the new Contest Assoriation 
(which, by the way, should bave the undivided 
support of every committee that contemplates 
holding a frontier contest, as well as each and 
every contestant) to devise ways and means to 
educate the public in every way possible, both 
in their advertising and in the presentation of 
their exhibition, according to one set of uni- 
form rules and for all to publicly exnose ANY 
and AUL outfits that advertise misleadingly and 
present those bunk shows that are a knock to 
the game.”*

The majority of persons in this country bave 

other thought than that the government 
took over the railroads to avert q strike that 
could have been more disastrous in its effects 
than that of any similar affair in the history 
of this country, hence the government was justi- 
fed in its taking over the railroads. I am op- 
posed to government or municipal ownership of 
any public utility for the reason that under 
resent political policies a monster political ma- 
chine, more pernicious and dangerous than any 
heretofore known, would soop assume to con- 
trol the polities of this country, 

Under government control service will, and 

is, deteriorated, The greater number of prac- 

al railroad men are of a high order of intel- 
ligence and respect their positions, There are - 
some, freed from direct supervision, who have 
not respected patrons of the government-owned 
reads, and so persistent and continuous were 

omplaints that Secretary (McAdoo issued a 
general order, calling the attention of all em- 
ployees to these complaints, 

The railroads of this country belong to the 
people, the cities, the counties, the States 
along the various lines, The railroads have 
been the recipients of land grants, franchises 
and privileges such as were never bestowed upon 
interests, The railroads have been the 
one great factor in populating this country—the 
passenger service, made so by the intelligence 
and energy of men who made a study of the 
needs and comforts of the traveling public, with 
the conveniences afforded the trave'er. 

Business enterprises were established by men 
in locations far apart. Government ownership 
has destroyed the splendid service of nearly all 
of our railroads, and the work of the passenger 
agents, who made the traveling a pleasure, will 
need to be gone over aga'n when the ral'roads 
pass under the control of those competent to 
manage them properly. 

Private ownership of raflroads has not proven 
ideal, but there is hope that the big man, who 
holds the management of the railroad of which 
he is president in the hollow of his hand, will 
recognize the men who made it possible for him 
to get where he is. When the men down the 
line, who are both willing and competent, are 
permitted to exercise their abilities in managing 
and advancing the intérests of the railroads, 
when they are called out of their enforced ob- 
scurity and permitted to deol with the public, 
when they can speak without feor of infracting | 
some tariff, things will be better for the rail- 
roads and the public. Under the numerous rules 
and tariffs hundreds of men of great ability 
who would be of incalculable worth to the rail- 
roads, now of which they are only figureheads, 
should be brought into the service again. You 
cannot manage a rallroad or a prize fight by long 
distance phone. Private ownership peed not be } 
private management. Permit the men along the 
line, the men who made the railroads, to have 
a volce In the management of his rg apa 
and private ownership will be robbed of some 
of its objections. Our worthy President sald 
to Congress, on the eve of his departure: ‘“‘T 
have no well defined ideas of what to do with 
te rafiroads, and will be compelled to ask you 
gentlemen to assist me in this matter.” 

Now, Mr. Editor, you say you are in doubt as 
to which fs the best policy as to the contro! of 
the railroads, After March 4 keep your ear to 
the ground. Congress, urged on by the public, 
will enlighten you. Government contro! that fs 
opposed universally by those who have ex- 
perienced its failure will not be tolerated long; 
it was an fssne fn the last election, and will 
not be tolerated as a menace in another.
